were collected in premiums, The District, however, suffered a disastrous 
hail storm on 8,242.8 acres in the Gem and Red Deer River areas, The 
collgctions, therefore, fall short of paying the water rates in full on the 
damaged areas, The Management reports some difficulty in making collec- 
tions. A number of the water users ¢‘sapproved of the policy and protested 
payment. It is hardly necessary to strte that if the policy is to be a success 
it must receive the support of every user cn the project. Your Board ts 
of the opinion that the policy is a benefical one and should be continued, 
but that the rate should be incresed until a reasonable reserve is accumu- 
lated, If it is your desire to continue the policy for 1938 it recommends a 
rate of Ten Cents per acre, . 


The Board placed Group Insurance upon its employees early in the year, 
taking a policy with the Sun Life Assurance Company of Canada, under 
which the District contributes $264. 80 towards payment of the premiums, the 
employees paying the balance themselves, ‘The cost to the District was one- 
third of the total, 


The Board approved an alfalfa seed distribution policy, by which the 
District supplied reasonable payable of alfalfa seed to certain water users

It will be continued in 1938 to the ex‘ent of thie seed available, 


A drainage policy, by which water users could arrange with the District 
for the construction of farm drain paying twenty-five percent of the cost in 
cash and the balance with land payments ,was pursued throughout the year. 


Considerable thought has been given from time to time to the question 
of community lease, ‘This presents a real problem in some sections of the 
District, particularly because of the detioration of leases in the recent dry 
years. It was decided at one time to establish one or two community pas- 
tures under the direct supervision of the District but the idea has been tem- 
porarily abandoned because of the outlay required, and the possibility of the 
District haying to continue in the sta‘us of an Industrial organization under 
the Labor statues of the Province. ° “ 

The District came under new regulations on minimum wage and hours 
ot work of Provincial authorities at 1st October.

| The first fire for over two and a 
| half years in Bassano played havoc in 
"| the Bassano Masonic Community Hall 


at 10,80 a.m. this morning, causing 
extensive damaye to «he building, 


} and contents, located just north of the 


local branch of the Royal Bank of 
The outbreak was not noticed until 
it was well under way, when Mr. 
Harper of the Local Bank was sum- 
moned, and went into the hall to in 
vestigate. 
ported seeing a fine cloud of smoke 
rolling from the cornice of the build- 
ing, giving the appearance of dust 
blowing off the roof, but no particu- 
lar attention had been paid to this, 
From appearances of the damaged’ 
building, the fire must have origin- 
ated in the upper ‘storey, where the 
lodge rooms were located. The blaze 
ate its way all along the south and 
cast walls from the top of the roof 
to several places, the ground level. 
The local volunteer Fire Brigade 
fesponded immediately to the alarm 
and two hoses were connected to the 
hydrants at Flanagan's corner and the 
Post Office corner, These two streams 
Were at first played on parts of the 
building where the flames could be 
seen from the outside, By break- 
ing a window in the upper storey, J. 
Plerson was the first person to enter 
the blazing building, taking with him 


_ one of the hoses which he was able to 


use very effectively from the inside. 
Mr. Ingeberg, fire chief, made one at- 


blaze on the main floor of the hall, 
but even with the assistance of a gas, 
mask, reported that the smoke was 
so dense that he was unable to see. 

The second hose was used on the 
rear and roof of the hall, the fire at 
these parts being well under way. 
However the fighters soon drove -it 
back into hiding and by using axes to 
chop their way through the roof, 
were ablo to place it well under con- 
trol, 

The piamo. and furniture on the 
stage and main floor were all re- 
moved before any serious damage 
was done to them, Equipment in the 
kitchen upstairs was seriously dam- 
aged, as was all the belongings of the 
local, Lodge , who Own tthe hall, and 
used the front end for their Lodge 
Rooms, . 

From inside the dance hall, the 
Impression of total ruination is giv- 
en. The ceiling of the hall is badly 
burned and scortched, and-boards and 
finishings all along the south wall 
are either badly burned or torn loose. 
The hardwood floor was undamaged 
by the flames, but it ts believed that 
water damage will have ruinied it. 


At time of writing, plans for the re- 
construction of the old’ hall have not 
been made.
